ing history and the ones now employ:| 
ed Also the whole trend of the de-| 
pariment at the present time was to 
get away entirely from the whole idea; 
of set lessons and to stimulate initia- 
tive and research on the part of the 
student, 


Value of History 


The value of history to the concep- 
tion of politics and the present trend 
of events was inestimable. “History! 
is past politica, and politics is present 
hisiory,” said the speaker. If one had| 
an infinite knowledge of past events 
and an infinitely sound judgment and 
imagination it would be easy to foretell | 
the future. ; 

We should be able to profit by past 
events, declared the speaker. It was 
stupid to only profit by our own mis- 
takes, when we have the mistakes of 
the past for our use. Speaking of the! 
cause of events, Professor Martin said! 
that there was nothing of small im-! 
portance; what seemingly is of Httle! 
significance may become, in the chain! 
of events, of immense importance. 

From an educative standpoint it was 
much more important to be able to 
reason and to think than to merels 
resort to memory. One must under-! 
stand motives, This in turn would lead | 
to self education which, after all, was 
the only kind that was worth the!

But in the meantime they are re- 
aliaing that war is all that Sherman 
sald it was, and while sequestering 
(hn the customary winter oblivion the 
men who handle the reins, and like- 
wise the money, are making plans for 
wome radical changes for what they 
consider the most uncertain season in 
many years. 

A’ Double Meaning 

Tt ts the opinion of most baséball 
men that the draft is going to figure 
very promitiently in baseball before 
next year, and in this Instance the 
draft: has a double meaning. The 
government will undoubtedly draft 
heavily upon bali players before 
another spring rolls around, and as 


a measure of reprisal for self-pres-| 


ervation the big Iéagues will have to 


draft heavily on the minor league 
players to fill the ranks. 

In this manner the big leagues 
will be kept in operation, but as a 
consequence Many minor leagues 


which weathered the last season will 
be practically put out of business. 
Baseball a Bit Backward 

Baseball as yet has not made any 
considerable contribution in men to 
the army. Comparatively few ball 
players have either volunteered or 
been drafted. Many of them escaped 
the draft during the summer because 
they had drawn high numbers and 
were not called. ank Gowdy was 
the only big league player deliberat- 
ly to quite baseball to go into the 
army. 

But baseball men see big inroads 
being made on their talent by the 
new fruling on the selective drafi 
law, by which the men have been! 
classified. Single men and those! 
without dependents are to be drawn! 
first As a result, many playere who 
escaped last summer will be taken 
into the army on the next draft, and) 
the result undoubtedly will make it} 
necessary to rebuild many of the) 
clubs. 

Both New York clubs stand to lose 
@ome men by such action. McGraw 
may lose Benny Kauff and one or) 
two other men, while the Yankees 
m be deprived of Pipp, Gilhooley | 
and Shocker. Such a blow would be 
@ staggering one to the Yankees 

The plan to recruit from the minor 
leagues, which was talked over by 
Ban Johnson and Ed. Barrow as early 
as last summer, would keep the big 
leagues afloat though the standard 
would be slightly lowered. But the 
major leagues would stil] represent 
the best there was in the country. 

It t@ not expected that many minor 
leagues below Class A will even at-

There has been a hint that the 
Players’ Fraternity would show new 
signs of life this winter if a big cut 
was made in salaries, but club owners

“We have to cut salaries 
if we expect to play ball next year, 
and the players will have to be con- 
tented with smaller salaries if they 
want to play at all.

Slackers Among the Boxers 

Considerable protest is being heard from many quarters because 
the boxers in our midst, exponents of “The Maniy Art,” are not giv- 
ing their services to the country In this connect on it is recalled 
that the late Darcy was virtually hounded to death by those who 
continuously threw the charge of “slacker into his face. Since 
Darcy's death about six months ago, the United States has declared 
war against Germany and thousands of young Americans have en- 
listed in the army or the navy. Among these there is only one boxer 
of prominence, Joe Welling, who is now a member of the Naval 
Reserve force. Pete Herman, bantamweight champion, is in the 
National army, having been drafted after his plea for exemption was 
den.ed Jess Willard, Mike Gibbons, Ted Kid Lewis, Benny Leonard, 
Johnny Kilbane and a number of others prominent in the ring have 
failed to enlist, but not a word of protest is heard because of their 
being slackers. Even those who took deligift in hounding Darcy 
on the same score have not lifted up their voices.

First Root-Hart Encounter 

On Nov 10, 1902, fifteen years ago ‘oday, Jack Root defeated 
Marvin Hart in six rounds at Chicago. This was the first meeting 
of the pair who were afterwards to figure in a bout which was to 
create endless discussion. Koot, a Buhemian by birth, five feet, 
ten inches tail, and Hart, a Kentuckian standing nearly six feet, 
Were then m.ddieweights, but both later outgrew that division. 
When Jefiries decided to retire from the ring and relinquish the 
neavyweight title in 1906, Root and Hart both laid clum to the 
vacant honor. They were matched to fight in Reno, Nev, in July, 
1905, and this time Hart was the victor. He knocked Root out in 
the twelfth round, and Jefiries, who was present in the capacity of 
referee, awarded the title to the victor. The sporting world refused 
to accept Hart as champion, declaring that Jetir.es had no right to 
give away his title, and that a championship could only be won by 
fighting for it. In the subsequent conflicts Tommy Burns proved to 
be the best of the white contenders, and he was generaliy accurded 
the rank of champion until Jack Johnson defeated him in Aus- 
tralia,
